Amman hosting Fatah, 
but keeping it in check

Yasser Arafat’s Fatah organiz ati on 
has returned to Jordan, but is cen- 
tred in Amman rather than on 
Israel's, border, a senior defence 
source told reporters yesterday. He 
added that Fatah has no training 
bases in the Hashemite Kingdom 
.‘and the Jordanian army is keeping a 
right rein bn the terror group and not 
-Rowing It to operate against' Israel 
fan Jordanian territory. 

Fatah’s “Western Command,” 
headed by Khalil Wazir (Abu 
Jihad),: which deals with anti-Israel 
operations, p lannin g, training, re- 
ointment, finance and contacts with 
West Bank groups, is boused in 
different locations in Amman, the 
source added. 

The return to Jordan follows the 
rapprochement between Arafat and 
King Hussein. The Hashemite king 
has no desire to return to the situa- 
tion in 1970 when the PLO ran its 
own mini-kingdom in Jordan, and be 
was forced to expel it by force. The 
Jordanian army strictly controls 
Ffctali in “the field and keeps a tight 
watchon the border with Israel, not 
allpWihg the. terrorists to infiltrate 
across it. or to foe weapons such as 
katyushas into Israel. The Jorda- 
nians do not want the terrorists to 
l&at up its western border, he said. 

« Israel would consider it an in- 
fringement of the status quo if the 
Jordanians allowed the terrorists to 
set up training bases and gave them 
logistical assistance. However the 
Israeli evaluation is that the present 
situation' will not change, the source 
said. 

• The senior defence source said the 
murder of civilians oq Mt. Gilboa, at 
Beit Shemesh, Gilo (Cremisan) and 
even the Tel Aviv-Ashkelon bos 
bracking were carried out by local, 
spontaneously-organized groups un- 
connected with the organizations in 
Jordan or Syria. 


This was especially dangerous be- 
cause these groups were local and so 
closely-knit it was well-nigh impossi- 
ble to obtain intelligence informa- 
tion about them, he said. In the 
above cases the plots were hatched 
simply by West Bank youths getting 
together .and deriding to kill' or kid- 
nap Jews. Another danger is that' 
other groups of youths would follow 
their example, he said; - ' 

The source said that such acts may 
be on the increase, noting that while 
the number of terror actions had not 
increased significantly, there had 
been a rise in severity. Before the 
authorities had to deal with stonings 
and home-made bombs, he said; 
now they have to counter shootings, 
kidnappings and murder of civilians. 

In response to this, the source 
said, intelligence is being broadened 
and deepened. With the end of the 
war in Lebanon, personnel are 
accordingly bring diverted to the 
administered areas and this is being 
felt in the field. . 

Israeli presence also has to be 
bolstered in the areas, he said, as this 
would be of help where intelligence 
is ineffective. Youths left free to 
their own devices are likely to think 
“there is not one here, we can do 
whal we like,” said the source. He 
said the Isr aeli presence should con- 
sist of police. Border Police and 
troops. He thought that the Border 
Police should be redeployed from 
static positions, such as Ben-Gun on 
Airport and Asbdod port, and move 
around the territories. 

The source also favoured mea- 
sures such as deportation. Saying' 
that a- youth who throws a petrol 
bomb should be promptly deported, 
be claimed that this would deter 
potential troublemakers. Just as a 
“successful” terror act encourages 
others, deportation discourages 
them, he said.

IDF officials last night were inves- 
tigating whether the car had been 
armed in the security zone.

Pro-Kahane calls after Afula funeral 


AFULA (Itim). - Immediately after 
the burial here yesterday of Albert 
Bukhris, who was murdered in Nab- 
lus on Tuesday, a large crowd of 
demonstrators gathered outside the 
police station here crying, “Kahane. 
King of Israel.” 

Kach MK Meir Kabane was pre- 
vented from entering Afula by a 
police roadblock near Kibbutz 
Merbavia. A senior police officer 
informed him that his presence in the 
impassioned town would constitute a 
danger to public order, and escorted 
his car out of the area. 

The demonstrators were forcibly 
dispersed by Border Police after 
they ignored calls to leave peaceful- 
ly. Several were arrested. 

The funeral earlier in the after- 
noon was also die scene of some 
violence, especially against the 
press. Some 700 policemen were on 
hand to keep the peace. 


Newsmen and camera crews be- 
came the focus of the crowd's anger 
and were accused of being responsi- 
ble for Bukhris' death because they 
had printed and broadcast pictures 
taken of him when he was arrested 
during last Friday's demonstration 
here following the funerals of slain 
schoolteachers Yosef Eliahu and 
Lea Elmakais. 

The Tel Aviv Journalists Associa- 
tion yesterday strongly condemned 
the assault on reporters, which it 
described as an attempt by hooligans 
to prevent the press from doing its 
job. 

B ukhri s was laid to rest next to 
Eliahu. There were frenzied scenes 
of grief around the open grave. 
Several mourners fainted, and mem- 
bers of thefamily tried to prevent the 
burial society from filling in the 
grave.

Superpower summit agenda 
takes shape at Helsinki talks 


HELSINKI (Reuter). - U.S. Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz yesterday 
had a three-hour meeting with Mos- 
cow's new Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, and a Soviet envoy 
present said afterwards there is now 
agreement on a minimum agenda for 
November's superpower summit. 

- Shultz described his meeting with 
Shevardnadze as a good first step 
towards a genuinely productive sum- 
mit between President Reagan and 
Soviet leader Gorbachev at the 
November 19-20 summit. 

The U.S. secretary of state told 
reporters afterwards that deep dif- 
ferences remained between the two 
sides, although they had agreed to 
describe their talks as “interesting, 
useful, frank and businesslike.” 


Reagan and Gorbachev will dis- 
cuss international security issues, in- 
cluding anns-control negotiations in 
Geneva and Stockholm, regional 
problems and conflicts, and bilateral 
issues. 

Yesterday's taik* were the first of 
three sessions to work out an agenda 
for the summit. Shultz and Shevard- 
nadze are to meet again in the au- 
tumn in New York and then in 
Washington. 

The tone for the meeting was set 
Tuesday when the two men addres- 
sed the 35 nations attending the 
Helsinki anniversary. Both avoided 
open confrontation, although Shultz 
detailed a long list of alleged Soviet 
human-rights abuses. 


Interest rates expected to drop further

Interest Tates will be cut further in 
the corrring days, following the 3 per 
cent drop registered this week, 
senior government sources told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday . 

The sources indicated tha the 
Governor of the Bank of Israel will 
be instructed to take action to reduce 
the rates. 

The sources also criticized the 
Bank of Israel for not managing 
monetary policy according to die 
needs of the government's economic 
plan. The sources said that Gov- 
ernor Moshe Mandeibaum and the 
Bank have been constantly lagging 


behind developments and this has 
hanned foe scheme's implementa- 
tion. 

Unlike developments in monetary 
policy, foe sources said, foe fiscal 
and balance-of-payments figures for 
foe first month of the plan will be 
encouraging. 

They said that the figures for July, 
will show that the government 
absorbed some I$200 billion to 
IS300b. from the public last month, 
and that the trade deficit continued 
to shrink. 

The Treasury is now forecasting a 
23 per cent rate of inflation for July, 
instead of foe 25 to 30 per cent 
originally projected . 


Pickering reassures Peres on PLO

no change in Washington’s policy 
towards the PLO.'

Richard Murphy and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
would not signal such a change. 

He said; “This meeting will only 
take place if we are convinced it will 
lead to direct talks between Israel 
and the delegation.” 


Primitive’ bomb disarmed in capital

A small homemade bomb found 
outside a grocery’ store in Jeru- 
salem’s Talpiot Nfizrah neighbour- 
hood yesterday morning was dis- 
mantled by police sappers. 

The bomb, described as primitive 
by police sources, was discovered by 


local resident Yosef Oved as he 
came out of the grocery. 

He notified the police, who im- 
mediately dispatched the sappers. 
Policemen searched the area for 
other bombs, but none was found. 

Yesterday’s was the fourth bomb 
found in the capital in July. 


at the funeral by Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon, who said Bukhris had 
been '“murdered for no other reason 
than that he was a Jew.** Palestinian 
terrorism must be rooted out at its 
source, the minister said, so ihat 
Jews may live freely in this land. 

Mayor Ovadia Eli also spoke, call- 
ing for the death penalty for terror- 
ists and murderers of Jews. 

Placards said “The police are co- 
wards" and “Jews live in terror in the 
Jewish state." There were also calls 
for the defence minister to resign. 

Hundreds of Arabs usually come 
into Afula from the surrounding vil- 
lages to work and shop every day. 
But with the current anti-Arab 
mood, none was in evidence yester- 
day. 

The anti-Arafat wing of Fatah 
headed by Abu Mussa yesterday 
claimed it was responsible for the 
Nablus murder. 

Austrians plan 
to replace Hospice 

VIENNA (Reuter). - Austria’s Ro- 
man Catholic Church said yesterday 
it would set up a new hospital in 
Jerusalem next to one closed by the 
Israeli government earlier this week . 
the Austrian Catholic news agency 
Kathpress said. 

Cardinal Franz Koenig, Austria’s 
Catholic Church primate, said plans 
for a 20-bed hospital on the premises 
of foe Austrian Hospice had been 
submitted to the Israeli authorities 
for approval. 

On Monday, Israel evacuated the 
Austrian hospice and moved some of 
the 30 patients to Hadassah Mount 
Scopus. 

Koenig said the Austrian govern- 
ment’s formal protest to Israel on 
Tuesday over foe closure had been 
made “with his knowledge but not at 
his request.” Kathpress reported. 

The protest to foe Foreign Minis- 
try called foe move “an illegal in- 
tervention into the existing tenancy 
agreement.” Israel yesterday re- 
jected the protest, and said the facil- 
ity was too small to run efficiently. . 

Terrorist re-arrested

A leading terrorist released in foe 
recent prisoner exchange was placed 
in administrative detention yester- 
day, Israel Radio reported. 

Ziad Abu Ain, who was convicted 
of killing three Israelis in a bomb 
attack in Tiberias five years ago and 
was subsequently extradited from 
foe U.S., was picked up in Raraal- 
lab. Israel Radio reported that 
security officials said Abu Ain had 
committed security offences and 
violated the terms of his release. 

This marks, according to Israel 
Radio, a shift in policy after several 
years in which administrative deten- 
tion has not been used.

The Basic Law amendment 
banning Knesset lists that incite 
to racism or negate Israel's 
democratic character or its exist- 
vtice “as the state of the Jewish 
people" was passed into law 
yesterday by a vote of 66-0. 

The Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality and the Prog- 
ressive List for Peace abstained; 
Mcir Kahane. leader of Kach. 
who had earlier been ejected 
from the chamber, was not pre- 
sent for the vote. 

The amendment means that in 
the next Knesset elections. lists 
promoting the expulsion of 
Arabs, or calling for the dis- 
membering of Israel as a Jewish 
state would likely be banned. 

Law Committee chairman Eliezer 
Kulas announced three changes his 
committee made in the government 
bill. The first provided that the deci- 
sion of the Central Elections Com- 
mittee (CEC) approving any Knes- 
set list may be appealed to the Sup- 
reme Court. 

The appeal may be submitted by 
foe attorney-genera), the chairman 
of the CEC. or at least one third of 
the CEO's members. The only argu- 
ment the court will hear is that the 
approved list should have been dis- 
qualified under section 7A of the 


Basic Law; The Knesset. That is the 
section added by the amendment 
adopted yesterday. 

The second change was in the 
wording of foe first grounds for dis- 
qualifying a list. The clause on 
“negation of the existence of Israel 
as the state of the Jewish people” is a 
revision of "negation of foe exist- 
ence of Israel as set forth in the 
Declaration of Independence." 

The third change was the deletion 
of the fourth ground for disqual- 
ifying a list that appeared in the 
government bill; “If there is a 
reasonable basis for the 
apprehension that the list will sene 
as a cover for illegal acts." 

Geula Cohen iTehiya) and Uzi 
Landau (Likud-Herut)' presented a 
minority proposal to add to foe 
“negation of the existence..." clause 
foe phrase, “or identification with an 
organization that negates its exist- 
ence."

After attorney-general’s verdict 

Kiryat Arba cancels 
clause, but not policy

TEL AVIV. - The leaders of Kiryat 
Arba’s local council declared yester- 
day that the paragraph in their coali- 
tion agreement ” calling for firing 
Arab employees has been cancelled. 
But they left no doubt that they 
intend to implement the policy. 

Their declaration has cleared the 
way for allocating Kiryat Arba some 
IS354 million, which foe Knesset 
finance committee blocked earlier 
this week in protest against the dis- 
criminatory clause. 

Council chairman Shalom Wach 
spent yesterday in the Knesset seek- 
ing to get the allocation through and 
announced his success upon return- 
ing home. 

Wach and his Kach coalition part- 
ners maintained yesterday there was 
no need for any move on their pan to 
formally cancel foe article in the 
coalition agreement because Attor- 
ney-General Yitzhak Zamir had 
done so in his legal opinion submit- 
ted to the prime minister and the 
minister of defence on Tuesday. 

They were referring to paragraph 
16 in Zamir's paper which said that 
article 5 in the coalition agreement 
“is contrary to public regulation and 
illegal, and is therefore null and 
void.” 

However, asked what they plan- 
ned to do in practice, Wacb insisted 
he intends to fire Arab workers in 
the town. He said he had been 
ordered by the government to fire 17 
employees “and if I have to choose 
between a Jew and an Arab, you 
shouldn’t have even the slightest 


doubt as to whom I wifi choose.” 
The council also intends to con- 
tinue pressing the quarter’s business- 
men to fire their Arab employees, 
despite Zamir’s ruling. “There is 
nothing wrong with that," Wach 
argued. “This has been going on for 
years.” 

The council chairman also insisted 
that he will oppose any business 
venture in which Arab money is 
involved. 

Zamir had said that this was a 
clear example of racism. “Under the 
coalition agreement, business part- 
nership with Arabs are also invalid, 
apparently even if these are enter- 
prises that employ only Jewish work- 
ers," foe attorney-general wrote. 

Questioned about the clause, 
attorney Elyakim Haetzni, Wach’s 
number two. shouted at a reporter. 
“You naive Jews! Is this what wor- 
ries you one day after the murder in 
Nablus? Shame on you!" 

Zamir in his opinion said that 
implementing the policy “may con- 
stitute sufficient grounds for foe dis- 
solution of foe local council.” 
However, there was no sign of 
early government action. A spokes- 
man for Interior Minister Yitzhak 
Peretz said they will do nothing 
because “we have no mandate.” 

A legal adviser in the civilian 
administration in Judea and Samaria 
said they were waiting for directives 
from the government, and an aide to 
Defence Minister Rabin said the 
ministry's legal adviser was “study- 
ing" the document. Action will be 
taken only if the Kiryat Arba leaders 
act. he said.

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Cabinet team is considering 
tough terms for cruel killers

The special ministerial committee 
weighing tougher punishment for 
terrorists is favourably considering a 
proposal to stiffen penalties for mur- 
ders committed witb particular 
cruelty or for racist reasons. 

The committee yesterday discus- 
sed several alternative measures to 
counter what is seen by several 
ministers as a new kind of terrorism. 

Ministers Yitzhak Rabin. Ariel 
Sharon, Moshe Shahal, Mosbe Nis- 
sim, Amoon Rubinstein, Moshe 
Areas and Ezer Weizman did not 
reacb Anal conclusions on the ques- 
tion' of deportation. 

They have asked for legal opinions 
on this issue before they report back 
to the cabinet on Sunday. The seven- 
man committee is one of two bodies 
dealing with ways to counter terror- 
ism. The other is the inner cabinet 
which meets on this issue today. 

A proposal first raised by Knesset 
Member Shulamit Aloni (Citizen's 
Rights Movement), and brought in a 
slightly altered form to the commit- 


tee by Energy Minister Shahal, 
would bar persons found guilty Of 
“first degree murder” from receiv- 
ing the customary one-third remis- 
sion for good behaviour. 

“First degree murder,” according 
to this proposal, would include mur- 
ders of children, murders in which 
the victims are abused before they 
are killed, and murders committed 
for racist reasons. The proposal 
Shahal brought before the commit- 
tee stipulates special legislation that 
would bar the government from re- 
leasing these killers in prisoner and 
hostage exchanges. 

The seven-man committee turned

idered on several occasions, but has 
been turned down because it was felt 
it would cause more problems than it 
would resolve. 

State attorneys who appear in 
court in cases brought by residents of 


the territories have thus been careful 
not to challenge the court’s jurisdic- 
tion. 

Another proposal brought before 
the committee was to limit the right 
of judicial review of administrative 
detention orders issued according to 
the Mandatory Emeigency Regula- 
tions. It appears that this proposal 
will not be endorsed by the commit- 
tee. 

Observers noted that there are 
sharp difference of opinion among 
members of the committee and their 
report fo the cabinet may include 
dissenting opinions. 

Meanwhile Vice Prime Minister

government must and will take the 
most acute measures which are at its 
disposal. It must implement the 
death penally in cases of extreme 
brutality.

PEKING. - China denied yesterday 
that it has made secret arms deals 
with Israel and said rumours to that 
effect were spread by those seeking 
to undermine Peking’s relations with 
the Arabs. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
told a weekly news briefing that 
reports of such arms deals are “en- 
tirely groundless/' “We have 
taken note that some people, out of 
different motives, have spread 
rumours over this issue over a period 
of time in a futile attempt to under- 
mine the friendly relations between 
China and Arab countries and the 
Palestinian people," he said. 

He repeated China's rejection of 
relations with Israel because of “its 
occupation of Arab territory and 
refusal to recognize the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and Palesti- 
nian rights.” 

In London yesterday, Jane's De- 
fence Weekly said Israel exported 
$1.2 billion worth of mili tary and 
defence equipment last year, 
boosted by arms sales to China.

Kissinger says Israel 
would resort to nukes

WASHINGTON - Former secret- 
ary of state Henry Kissinger says that 
Israel, under the’ most dire circumst- 
ances. would be prepared to use 
nuclear weapons. 

“If Israel were faced, with extinc- 
tion. if it were really a question of life 
and death, then it would be prepared 
to use nuclear weapons, and it wonld 
probably be able to threaten it plaus- 
ibly," Kissinger said in an interview 
broadcast Tuesday night on NBC 
News. 

Kissinger's interview with Tom 
Biokow was part of a special report 
on Israel’s reported nuclear capabil- 
ity. During one exchange, Brokow 
said: "Israel very likely has nuclear 
capability, and yet we do not come 
down bard on them, because practi- 
cally speaking it's in our best in- 
terest." 

Kissinger nodded affirmatively 
and replied: ‘‘It’s true." 

The NBC report included several 
other Interviews with U.S. experts 
who also insisted that Israel already 
baa developed a nuclear military 
capability, Anthony Cordesmau,. a 
former Department of Energy offi- 
cial and military expert, said: "There 
are at least 100 nuclear weapons in 
the Israeli inventory, and possibly 
over 140/’ 

Cordesman said the U.S. has “no' 
practical way of halting an Israeli 
nuclear effort which is in progress. 
The most we can hope to do is keep 
its political profile low enough so it 
doesn't catalyze a broader process of 
proliferation throughcrat^a EWorld. ’ ’ 

Another expert.^RiciartfrSale of 
the Washington publication Aeros- 
pace Daily, added that Israel already 
has deployed a medium-range ballis- 
tic missile with nuclear warheads, 
the Jericho H. 

“That warhead was developed at 
the Weizmann Institute near Tel 
Aviv, and there were U.S. scientists 
involved in its development,” Sale 
said. "One told me that be saw the 


warhead himself, that it has a dia- 
meter of 18 to 20 inches; it is approx- 
imately two feet long, and weighs 
about 226 pounds/’ 

Former U.S. ambassador to Saudi 
Arabia James Akins said: "Israel 
already has the weapon, we know 
that they have, the Israelis obviously 
know that they have, and everybody 
in the Middle East assumes that they 
have it." 


Akins predicted the Arabs too will 
build the bomb. "There 1 are good 
Arab scientists. There are good 
Moslem scientists. The bomb wUl be 
built in Baghdad, or in Cairo, or in 
Morocco, or outside the Arab world, 
but it .will be built/' 

During the course of the report, 
Kissinger contradicted a statement 
by former president Richard Nixon 
that the U.S. was close to using 
nuclear weapons during the final 
days of the 1973 Yarn Kippur War. 

In a Time magazine interview last 
week, Nixon said he had signalled 
the Sennets that the U.S. was pre- 
pared to use its nuclear weapons if 
the Soviets became more militarily 
involved in trying to help the Arabs. 

Kissinger did not remember 
events that way. “Were we in feet 
considering going to nuclear war as a 
government, and were we taking the 
minimum preparatory steps to go to 
nuclear war - to that the answer is 
dearly do,” Kissinger said. 

Brokow recalled that U.S. intelli- 
gence during the 1973 war moni- 
tored a Soviet freighter loaded with 
radioactive material as it left Odessa 
on October 12. The tracking con- 
tinued through Istanbul as" the ship 
Headed for Alexandria, he said. 

A former U.S. Air Force intelli- 
gence chief, Gen. George Keegan, 
said: “If you’re an old intelligence 
professional, and you have access to 
the raw data, then you' must judge, 
as I do now and as I did then, that 
there was 100 per cent probability 
that there were nuclear weapons 
aboard that Soviet freighter."

“A five-day week is inevitable 
throughout the economy in another 
two or three years,’* said Katsav. 
“but the government cannot impose 
this by legislation. It will happen 
naturally.” .

The plan also calls for a crack* 
down on the estimated 10,000 illegal 
foreign workers in the country. The 
government would allocate funds to 
die Interior and Police Ministries to 
locate and to deport the illegals. 
Katsav proposed. 

The government would also be 
expected to reinforce the social- 
service apparatus that deals with the 
unemployed, from job-training to 
counselling. While downplaying pre- 
dictions of wide social unrest as 
unemployment grows, Katsav did 
say that, “It’s dear to all of us that 
there will be more violence ” 

As expected, a main focus of im- 
mediate measures would be de- 
velopment towns, whose unemploy- 
ment rate of 47 per cent is about 
eight times the national average. 


The measures include releasing 
money for investment in new factor- 
ies, particularly many small plants; 
increasing government orders to ex- 
isting industry; financing production 
for inventory accumulation ; offering 
incentives, such as tax breaks, to 
plants that hire more workers; car- 
rying out intensive studies of indi- 
vidual towns to help provide tailor- 
made programmes. 

The plans long-range provisions 
are mainly an extension of the imme- 
diate proposals, but with an empbaas 
on new programmes for the nearly 
6,000 -soldiers who are soon to be 
demobilized. While specific voca- 
tional re-training programmes are to 
prepare dismissed workers for 
alternative work, new programmes 
offering basic training are to be 
offered the demobilized soldiers.

TEL AVIV. - The government has 
; no operative plans' for dealing with 
the more than 22,000 persons who 
will be jobless by the end of 1985 if 
all the govenmenfs disma l plans 
are carried out, Gideon Ben- 
'Yisrael, who holds the employment 
portfolio in the Histadrut, told re- 
porters here yesterday. 

He said the government is talking 
about firing 7,000 workers in the 
public sector - 2,000 in its own 
ministries, 4,000 in the local author- 
ities and another 2,000 in agencies 
^funded by the government. 

. However, there are previous com- 
mitments -to fire about 6,000 
teachers and 3,500 Defence Ministry 
workers, bringing the total of public 
sectonjob-losers to 17,500. 


As a result of cuts in government 
orders, private employers may also 
fire 12,000 workers, Ben-Yisrael 
said, though he hopes the net job 
loss will be only 5,000, with the other 
7,000 remaining in their workplaces 
doing new jobs. 

“All the talk about this being a 
good tune to restructure the eco- 
nomy and to transfer workers from 
tbe public to the private sector is just 
idle chatter,” Ben-Yisrael said, “be- 
cause industry cannot hire them in 
the short ran. We need economic 
growth first.” 

■ He said young workers, residents 
of development towns and women 
will be the primary victims of in- 
creased unemployment, with atten- 
dant social consequences including 
increased emigration.

Dole doesn’t encourage idleness, says new study

TEL AVIV. - Unemployment- 
insurance payments do not keep re- 
cipients from looking for jobs, 
according to a study done by the

chers, said there is no significant 
relationship between the amount of 
time people collect unemployment 
and the time- it takes them to find 
jobs.. ■_ • • 


“Of course,” he said, “our study 
was done at a time when the unem- 
ployment rate was 4.5 per centf If it 
starts to reach 9 or 10 per cent, it may 
be necessary, as a temporary mea- 
sure, to lengthen the period of eligi- 
bility for unemployment insurance 
payments because it will take people 
longer to find jobs. 

Jobseekers who come to the em- 
ployment office should also be made 
aware of the availability of counsell- 
ing and training, laor said, adding 
that many do not know they can get 
cbeseservices. -

British Airways is offering cheap- 
er fares than ever, but they’re for 
Israelis only, and not residents of 
East Jerusalem or tbe West Bank. - 
The special discount, which in- 
volves leaving and returning on spe- 
cific days, is priced at $269 for the 
round trip to London, while the 
usual “discount” fare is $300. The 
cheap tickets are marketed through 
travel wholesalers or “consolida- 
tors” who offer them to travel agents 
within Israel. 

Bur a number of agents have been 
told that the tickets axe not to be sold 
to East Jerusalem and West Bank 
clients. No reason was given, but the 
speculation is that the East Jeru- 
salem travel agents have not been 
given the discount fores and are 
beginning to complain about the 
competition. * 

This in turn results from a situa- 
tion in which practically all airlines 
have separate marketing arrange- 
ments for the Arab travel agents. 
Even when there is no airline office 


in East Jerusalem, there is usually 
one airline official who deals with 
the Arab agents. 

in fact, during tbe years im- 
mediately following the Six Day War 
of 1967, the East Jerusalem agents 
often offered fares which undersold 
by for those being quoted by their 
Jewish counterparts. At that time, 
however, do effort was made to tell 
agents they could not sell to certain 
clients. 

Tbe present situation is a result of 
the buyers' market in the wake of the 
increased travel tax,- with few local 
people leaving on any airline. In 
fact, many residents of the West 
Bank and East Jerusalem leave the 
country via Amman, by which 
means they can avoid paying the 
travel tax entirely. 

A British Airways official con- 
tacted yesterday afternoon refused 
to comment on the matter. As for 
the travel agents, those queried said 
they would disregard the directives, 

“The airline has no way of know- 
ing whether a passenger with an 
Arab name comes from Jaffa or 
Nablus,” one agent commented. 


"It’s not our ministry's job to 
create employment.” said Katsav. 
“The real solution to the problem is 
new employment, new investment, 
new factories ” 

"There must be a change in our 
attitude towards work." Katsav de- 
clared. "There is no reason why a 
person under the age of 24 shouldn’t 
take whatever job is offered.” The 
minister recalled that in a recent 
discussion of the problem with some 
of his colleagues "one of them told 
me. 'No daughter of mine is going to 
get out of the army and go to work in 
some hotel*.” 

“Such attitudes must change.” 
warned Katsav. "It’s impossible to 
speak of healing the economy while 
people are sitting at home with no 
jobs.” 


Council of rabbis

Nazi-hunter says 
gov’t must clarify 
stand onMengele

HAIFA. - Former Nazi-hunter 
Tuvia Friedman yesterday deman- 
ded that the government clarify its 
position over the reported death of 
war c rimin al Joseph Mengele. 

Friedman .maintained that many 
people, especially survivors of the 
Auschwitz death camp, believed 
that Mengele was still alive' despite 
evidence that be died in February 
1979 and was buried near Sao Paulo, 
Brazil. 

A team of American scientists 
who examined the remains taken 
from the grave and reconstructed the 
skeleton, concluded that it was that 
of the notorious “Angel of Death”. 

Friedman, in a letter to Justice 
Minister Moshe Nisszm, said that to 
dispel any doubts over tbe matter, 
the government should either pub- 
licly accept these findings or send its 
own team of experts - to Brazil to 
examine the remains. 

Friedman recently announced his 
retirement after 40 years of tracking ; 
down Nazi war criminals because of 
his conviction that Mengele was 
dead.

Galilee’s hills - a holiday haven for vegetarians 


There must be something about, 
the hills of Galilee that brings ctat the 
vegetarian in ns. 

That might be the explanation for 
two of the country’s vegetarian guest 
enterprises being located within a 
stone’s throw of one another, be- 
tween Rosh Pina and Sated. The first 
is Moshav Amzrim, a vegetarian 
moshav whose members have been 
faking in paying guests for over 25 
years. ... 

Accommodation in the moshav 
varies drastically, as do the meals 
offered. There is everything from a 
simple cabin to rooms bordering on 
the luxurious, with food ranging 
from naturalist dried fruit and nuts 


to elaborate coolring using milk and 
eggs. There are even some rooms 
with cooking facilities, although 
guec-s are expected not to bring 
meat into the moshav. Rates vary 
according to the facilities offered. 

Nearby is Mitzpe Hayamim, a 
vegetarian hotel established over 20 
years ago, but recently acquired and 
renovated by a group of investors. In 
feet, except for the towering trees, it 
is difficult to believe that tbe resort is 
not brand new. 

Located in a spot that offers a 
magnificent view of the Hula Valley 
and Lake Kmneret, its name, which 
means view of tbe seas, actually 
refers to Lake Kinneret and to Lake 


Hula, which has, of course, been 
drained and no longer exists, except 
for a small nature reserve. 

The 24-room hotel has a small 
swimming pool, a sauna and even a 
jacu 2 zi for its guests. The decor 
: might be described as rustic moun- 
tain, with lots of wood panelling and 
windows to capture the view. 

There are gardens where veget- 
ables are organically grown, 
although manager Michal Lonay 
admits that not everything served is 
organic. In feet, guests can choose 
either a regular vegetarian fere or 
the stricter naturalist variety, or a 
special slimming diet. 

Guests can also learn about natu- 


ral cosmetics and participate in re- 
laxation sessions. Lonay felt that to 
really unwind and benefit from tbe 
atmosphere, a guest needs about a 
week. 

Tbe hotel is booked up for the 
beginning of August, but' some 
rooms are available for the end of 
the month. Augustrates are $90 for a 
couple for half board, $104 for full 
board. The rates include VAT and 
are payable in shekels according to 
tbe official rate of exchange for hote- 
liers.

Israelite altar found at Tel Dan dig

TEL DAN. - An Israelite altar with 
three iron censers and a bronze basin 
beside it have been unearthed in the 
19th season of archaeological digs 
here. 

The altar is made up of five stones, 
on which burn marks are evident. 
Cay shards found nearby date from 
the eighth century BCE. 

Also found this season were a pair 
of dice from the Hellenistic period. 

Among the most important finds 


was a remarkably preserwd cb\ 
plaque depicting a dancing figure 
from the Canaanite period. 

A spokesman for the Hebrew Un- 
ion College, which sponsored the 
dig, said that some 60 volunteers 
took pan in the six-week season, 
most of them from the L'.S. 

The site of the dig w as the location 
of the city of Lish during the late 
Canaanite period. Walls and other 
artifacts found this season showed 
that Lish was a centre of rich culture. 



Petah Tikva policeman tried 
on indecent act charge 


PETAH TIKVA (Him). - A local 
police sergeant has been accused in 
the police disciplinary court here of 
committing an indecent act on the 
girlfriend of a fellow policeman.

The original charge of Uiir.unping 
the boy at knife-poim and forcing 
him to accompany him from the Tel 
Aviv central bus station to the Beit 
Dagon junction was dropped jn a 
plea bargaining deal. But Abu Sa’id 
was found guilty of sodomizing the 
boy and threatening to kill him” with 
3 knife. 

The court stressed the need for a 
heavy deterrent sentence, but 
agreed to order an inquiry into the 
defence's charges that the suspect 
had been mistreated while in cus- 
tody, both by the police and bv 
Jewish prisoners. 

In a third case, a 13-year-old boy 
was remanded for seven days yester- 
day after raping the seven-year-old 
son of a neighbouring family in the 
Lower Galilee village' of Tamra. 

The boy hid for some eight hours 
under a pile of rags in the attic of his 
home until police found him there 
following a complaint by his young 
victim's parents. 


11 overcome by smoke after gas blast

HAIFA. - Eleven people were 
taken to hospital suffering from the 
effects of smoke inhalation after two 
gas cylinders exploded causing a fire 
in Rebov Hanirzanim yesterday- 
afternoon.

Ban on public assembly in Indi an capital 


NEW DELHI ( AP). - A member of 
Prime Minister Rajiv Gandhi's gov- 
erning Congress Party, his 
politician-wife and a party worker 
were ambushed and killed in a hail of 
gunfire yesterday. Police detained 
three people for questioning. 

Authorities imposed a one-week 
ban on public assembly of more than 
four people in New Delhi and the 
adjacent walled city of Old Delhi in 
an effort to deter sectarian violence 1 
after the shooting. 

Witnesses said the gunmen 
opened fire with British-made Step 
automatic guns on lawmaker Lalit 
Maken and his wife, Gitanjali, as 
they stepped out of their fashionable 
New Delhi residence on the way to 
Parliament in their car. 

Police Commissioner Ved Mar- 
wah reported that the three people, 
whom he declined to identify, have 
been detained for interrogation, but 
he said. “At this stage, I cannot say 
that we have broken the case.” 

"There is tension in the city. We 
have all forces on alert,” Marwah 
told a news conference; adding that 
paramilitary troops were on patrol 
and that he also was in touch with 
army authorities. 

Marwah said two unidentified 
gunmen and an accomplice were 
involved in the killings. They 


escaped on a scooter which Had been 
stolen Tuesday evening, he said. 

The United News of India news 
agency quoted intelligence sources 
as saying Sikh terrorists were sus- 
pected of being involved in the kill- 
ings. • 

The agency said Maken, a 34- 
year-old trade union leader, had 
received a "threatening letter” a few 
days ago in connection with anti- 
Sikh violence following Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Gandhi’s assassination. 

The news agency said Maken was 
on a Sikh extremists' assassination 
list for bis alleged role in the anti- 
Sikh carnage last year in which more 
than 2,000 people died in New Delhi 
alone. Hundreds perished in secta- 
rian violence in several other north- 
ern Indian cities. 

Asked about the report, Marwah 
said, “We cannot rule it out.” He 
said police were pursuing three lines 
of investigation, but declined to 
elaborate. 

Police said witnesses reported the 
gunmen were in their early 20s and 
without the trademark beards and 
turbans of Sikhs. 

President Zail Singh, Premier 
Gandhi and senior government offi- 
cials rushed to New Delhi’s 
government-run Ram Manohar 
Lohia hospital to see Maken, who 


Looting and violence rampant Philippines admits 
. XT , , casualties rising 

in Uganda, gov't reports in rebel attack? 


KAMPALA (AP). - The new milit- 
ary government yesterday reported 
rampant looting and violence in 
south east Uganda and said the gov- 
ernment, which seized power in a 
coup last weekend, would take 
“drastic measures against the cul- 
prits.” 

A statement issued by the ruling 
military council and broadcast on 
Radio Uganda said: “AU acts of 
murder and looting must stop at 
once.” 

There was extensive looting, 
much of it by soldiers, in Kampala as 
the coup took place on Saturday, 
toppling civilian President Milton 
Obote. Virtually every shop in the 
city centre was damaged by lootere. 

The Radio Uganda broadcast said 
the military council “noted with 
great concern the senseless and ruth- 
less looting by both civilians and men 
in uniform." 

The military council also ordered 
that all cars stolen by soldiers or 
civilians during the takeover be sur- 
rendered at the central police sta- 
tion. 

A 40-vehide convoy carrying Bri- 
tons, Americans and other fore- 
igners out of Kampala as a pre- 
cautionary measure reached the Ke- 
nyan border yesterday. 


There were unconfirmed reports 
of a clash late on Tuesday between 
the new government's troops and 
guerrillas of the National Resistance 
Army, which had been battling 
Obote’s forces since 1981 . 

The guerrillas initially welcomed 
the coup, but subsequently com- 
plained about lade of contact with 
the coup leaders and have indicated 
they are undecided about whether to 
cooperate with the new government. 

The new Ugandan leader, Gener- 
al Tito Okello, held overnight talks 
in Tanzania aimed at getting Obote 
sent back to Kam pala to face trial, 
diplomatic sources in Dar es-Salaam 
said yesterday. 

Obote fled across the border into 
Kenya as mutinous soldiers adv- 
anced on Kampala last Saturday. 

According to the diplomatic 
sources Okello wants Obote to face 
charges of human rights violations. 
They said OkeDo wanted to avoid 
Obote again setting up base in Tan- 
zania, as he did during the regime of ■- 
dictator Idi Amin . 

On his brief visit to Tanzania, 
Okello had talks with President 
Julius Nyerere, Obote's principal 
foreign backer during his earlier ex- 
ile in Tanzania. 


Bomb blast, clashes in N. Caledonia 


NOUMEA (Reuter). - Police 
clashed yesterday with Melanesian 
militants for the second day running 
near the mining village of Thio, 
stronghold of the pro-independence 
Kanak Socialist National Liberation 
Front (FLNKS) in the troubled 
French territory of New Caledonia. 

Police also reported a bomb ex- 
plosion in the centre of the capital, 
Noumea, which caused damage but 
no injuries. They said the attack was . 
claimed an hour later by a hitherto 
unknown group calling itself Frali-

The FM stereo station received 
approval from broadcasting autho- 
rites yesterday and will begin trans- 
mission in November at the start of 
the spring lamb-killing season. 

“Music to kill by” was the idea of 
workers at a South Island slaughter- 
house, with the company providing 
transmission equipment and the 
workers buying their own head- 
phone sets. 


MANILA (AP). - Communist guer- 
rillas have suffered more casualties 
in dashes with government forces tins 
year but also have killed more local 
officials, the acting armed forces 
chief said yesterday. 

Lt.-Gen. Fidel Ramos acknow- 
ledged rebel activity had increased 
by IS percent from last year, but said 
he is confident the Philippine armed 
forces can handle the situation. 

Ramos told a press conference the 
number of rebel-related violent inci- 
dents throughout the country has 
increased to an average of 12 and 13 
a day from 10 a day in 1984. 

While government soldiers are 
dying at the same rate of three a day, 
rebel losses have gone up from four 
to seven, Ramos said. He added that 
deaths among civilians, including 
more than 70 village or town officials 
between January and June, have 
gone up from three to four a day. 

“If you like to use body count as a 
measure, although I don't, you 
might say this could be a measure of- 
goveriiment success in redtiong the, 
number of insurgents/’ Ramos said. 


South Korean 
dissident held 
before convention 

SEOUL (Reuter). - Leading South 
Korean dissident Kim Dae Jung was 
put under house arrest yesterday for 
the second time this year on the eve 
of a national convention of the main 
opposition party. 

About 200 uniformed and plain- 
clothes police surrounded die house 
where Kim is staying in a Seoul 
suburb as the local police chief ar- 
rived and told him he was not 
allowed to leave title premises, Kim 
told reporters by telephone. 

“I think the government is wor- 
rying about my influence on the 
party convention,’* Kim said. The 
New Korea Democratic Party 
(NKDP) is holding its convention 
today and tomorrow. 

The NKDP, which scored unex- 
pected successes in last February's 
general elections, reacted strongly to 
the action taken against Kim and 
another prominent dissident, Kim 
Sang Hyon, who was also put under 
house arrest. 

“The house arrests are illegal me- 
asures imposed not only tins time but 
whenever the struggle for democra- 
cy becomes vitalized,” an NKDP 
spokesman said.

TOKYO (Reuter). - Japan yester- 
day announced a huge record trade 
surplus for June, just one day after

Japan's exporters sold $14.28 bil- 
lion, of products overseas last 
month, while imports totalled only 
$8.56b., giving a surplus of $5.72b. 
The previous record monthly surplus 
was $5.29b. last December.

Black-rights spokesmen warned 
the government that its plans to limit 
attendance and political speeches at 
funerals of black unrest victims 
could cause more confrontation and 
possibly bloodshed. They said the 
restrictions would violate African 
funeral traditions and would choke 
off one of the few avenues for black 
protest. 

The Reverend Allen Boesak, the 
coloured - mixed-race - president of 
the World Alliance of Reformed 
Churches, said Law and Order 
Minister Louis le Grange “is deliber- 
ately provoking our people... forcing 
them to challenge the awesome 
forces of the government so that they 
. can be slaughtered.” 


“It seems that this government 
wants bloodshed.” Boesak told a 
prayer meeting at St.George s 
Anglican Cathedral in Cape Town. 

“We shall fight this government 
with all the power we possess...and 
we shall bring them down.” he said. 

Le Grange said on Tuesday that * 
funerals had become political meet- 
ings - normally banned in black 
communities,- and that the govern- 
ment would soon issue details of 
attendance limits. 

Up to 50.000 blacks have attended 
funerals for unrest victims, at which 
speakers often dwelt on political ■ 
issues. Some services have been the 
occasion for more deaths, as police 
and soldiers have clashed with emo- 
tionally charged mourners leaving 
the cemeteries. 

In other incidents yesterday, 
police using tear-gas battled stone- 0 
throwing students at a coloured uni- * 
versity near Cape Town and student 
protests broke out in Soweto, near 
Johannesburg. There were riots in 
three other black communities in the 
troubled Eastern Cape province.

Storm erupts over censorship 

BBC gives in to Thatcher on IRA interview 


LONDON (Renter). - The Con- 
servative government was yesterday 
accused of imposing censorship on 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion in a political storm over cancell- 
ing a television interview with an 
alleged Irish guerrilla leader. 

Prime Minister Margaret Thatch- 
er hotly denied the charges of cen- 
sorship but hailed the BBCs deci- 
sion not to screen a documentary 
featuring Martin McGuinness. wide- 
ly believed to be chief of staff in. the 
outlawed Irish Republican Army 
(IRA). 

BBC journalists, opposition 
politicians and civil rights campaig- 
ners denounced the state-chartered 
corporation for what they called its 
cowardice in yielding to government 
pressure. 


BBC television journalists voted 
to stage a 24-hour strike next 
Wednesday. 

“The BBC governors are acting as 
Britain's thought police,” said 
Robin Corbett, a Labour Party par- 
liamentary spokesman. “The prob- 
lems of Northern Ireland cannot be 
bidden from people behind a blank 
TV screen. This is a disservice to 
democracv. ” 

The BBC turn-about came after 
Thatcher and Home Secretary Leon 
Brittan had condemned its plans to 
provide a platform for McGuinness, 
an elected member of the Northern 
Ireland Asembly who has never 
taken His seat. 

Brittan told the BBC in a letter 
that the documentary, shot in Lon- 


donderry and originally scheduled 
to be shown next Wednesday, would 
“materially assist the terrorist 
cause.” 

As home secretary, Brittan has 
charge of the country’s broadcasting 
policy. But there is no precedent in 
peacetime for direct official interfer- 
ence in the BBCs editorial judge- 
ments. 

McGuinness, prominent in the 
IRA’s political wing, Sinn Fein,, has 
repeatedly refused to confirm or 
deny that he is also military com- 
mander of .the guerrilla force. 

McGuinness said of the BBCs 
decision: “It is the British public who 
are the losers. They have a govern- 
ment which does not trust their in- 
telligence.” 


Iraqi chief: Gulf War is ‘no win* deadlock 


KUWAIT. - Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein said in remarks pub* 
1 lishe'd here yesterday that Iraq had 
no wish to prolong its war with Iran, 
in which he said neither side, could 
achieve military victory. 

“Beginning with myself, down to 
the youngest Iraqi child, no Iraqi 
wants the war and we hope it will end 
tomorrow,” he told the Kuwaiti 
newspaper Arab Tunes in a Baghdad 
interview. 

Technically, he said, there could 
be a military solution, “but actually 
this is impossible...What is realistic.

He said Iran’s goal in the war, now 
nearly five years old, was to export 
its revolution to other states! “Iran 
wants to occupy Iraq so it can use the

In Teheran yesterday, three peo- 
ple were killed and another 17 
wounded by a time-bomb that ex- 
ploded in the Iranian capital, accord- 
ing to ERNA, the official Iranian 
News Agency.

tering windows within a radius of 120 
metres, it added.

Prof. Galia Golan of the Hebrew 
University spoke of the extraordin- - 
ary feeling of the sheer power of 
13,000 women “who had come for 
one thing - to discuss women’s 
affairs, to see if there was a way we 
could learn from each other to prom- 
ote the status of women. It was an 
extraordinary mutuality. What 
struck me was the power all these 
women represented, the feeling that, 
as women we can change things.” 

The Nairobi conference had clear- 
ly been underestimated by the 
(and, to a large extent, by our own 
Foreign Ministry). Here in Israel 
news coverage; naturally enough, 
focused on the anti-Israel invective - 
and the impression one gained was 
that that was all there was - although 
in world media it was merely a 
sideline. Listening to the BBC one 
would have thought an entirely diffe- 
rent event was being described. 

The attacks against Israel and 
Zionism had been anticipated, but 
what the delegates did not foresee 
was the force and violence of those 
attacks.

In Africa and Asia 
women are literally treated as chat- 
tel, beaten as a matter of course by 
their husbands and their mothers-in- 
law. They do back-breaking work 
growing crops, but they can- never 
enjoy foe fruits of their labour. They 
are completely powerless.” 


She might well have added foe 
appalling practice of ritual female 
genital mutilation, which is still to- 
day widespread in 24 African coun- 
tries. 

Former Knesset member Tamar 


Eshel. who was both a member of 
foe official Israeli delegation and foe 
head of the NGO delegation, as 
Na'amat's representative, deplored 
foe inadequate preparation foe dele- 
gates received before foe confer- 
ence. “Delegates received only 
three days of preparatory briefings, 
and like everything else in Israel, to 
my great sorrow, only at foe last 
minute. Still, somehow it worked. 
Considering the odds, we performed 
rather well.” 

Eshel described some of tbe inter- 
national aspects of the conference. 
"Most of the countries tried to keep 
foe debates on an even keel, despite 
forces working to the contrary. We 
can thank Kenya and other African 
countries for insisting that the prob- 
lems afflicting their continent be 
discussed." 

Egypt, she said, had a definite 
moderating influence. “They didn't 
insist on the inclusion of 'Zionism* 
on the list of foe world's evils imped- 
ing foe progress of women, but tbe 
Soviets did insist." 

The super-power confrontation 
was also noted by Hebrew Universi- 
ty Prof. Naomi Qiazan. who said thar 
foe conflict between the U.S. and 
foe Soviet Union was constantly in 
the background. 

The Iranian delegation provided 
another constant disruptive force. 
They were there to embarrass the 
Arabs, break up the proceedings 
whenever posable and insert Zion- 
ism into virtually every issue. But. as 
Tamar Eshel related, their presence 
was sometimes a source of amuse- 
ment for the Israelis. Since the order 
of seating was alphabetical, the Ira- 
nians, totally covered by their black 
chadors, sat next to the Iraqis, who 
in turn sat next to foe Israelis. The 
I ranians somehow managed to sit 
with their backs to the Iraqis. “This 
wasn't enough for them," relates 
Eshel. “The Iranians sat with a huge 
portrait of foe Ayatollah in front of 
them. This drove the Iraqis wild. 
When foe I ranians were asked to 
remove foe Ayatollah's portrait af- 
ter foe Iraqis protested they couldn’t 
bear having to look at that mug, the 
Iranian delegates showed up with his 
portrait hanging from their necks." 

Since foe Iraqis wanted no contact 
with the Iranians, they kept passing 
in front of the Israelis to get to the 
aisle. “It was at least a small comfort 
to us to know there was someone foe 
Iraqis hated even more than us," 
Eshel remarked. 

So many delegates came to the 
Van Leer Institute to speak that the 
planned question period never 
materialized. This was a pity, since 
there are a great many unanswered 
questions. Why, for example, were 
preparations for foe conference so 
inadequate? Was the impression 
gained from media reports that the 
Israeli delegates were in perpetual 
shock accurate? Why. dicj, delegation 
leader MK Sara Doron insist on 
delivering a speech to foe plenum 
(where foe overwhelming hostility 
could have been predicted), in which 
the main .point came only on page 
six? Who among the delegation 
members dreamed up foe unheard of 
statement that “apartheid is anti- 
Semitic?” 

Maureen Reagan, the U.S. presi- 
dent's daughter and bead of foe 
American delegation, was reported 
as saying that foe strategies docu- 
ment, pounded out after such bitter 
and arduous efforts, is merely “a 
piece of paper that is not going to 
make a difference.” Of foe nearly 
15,000 delegates to foe Nairobi con- 
ference, there are surely many who 
fervently hope she is wrong.

Each student 
must bring in a list of vacancies he or 
she has discovered. These vacancies, 
which might suit someone in the 
class, together form what Ambar 
calls a job bank. 


At least 90 per cent of her alumni, 


Ambar boasts, are working 
today. She attributes this success to 
the group dynamics and supportive 
therapy which built up their self- 
confidence so that they could go out 
and sell themselves to prospective 
employers. 

Ambar was surprised by one of 
her students, a middle-aged jewelry 
maker from Iran, whose outdated 
skills could not be applied here and 
whose vocational prospects seemed 
unpromising. He not only, found a 
placement for himself in foe Israel 


Aircraft Industry but several open- 
ings for other members of the class. 


The next two- week workshop con- 
sisting of about 50 hours is due to 
start in foe fall. 


In another case, Ambar relates, 
three of her students found employ- 
ment by writing to some well-known 
firms and specifying how they could 
be an asset to them. They not only 
received replies, but were called for 
an interview and hired. 


Job-seekers need not wait until 
they are sent for an interview by foe 
Labour Exchange, Ambar believes. 
But, she adds, most people lack foe

Priceless work

THE VALUE of unpaid work in the 
home is estimated at over 5U per cent 
oftheGNPin many developed coun- 
tries. and it is growing. About 30 per 
cent of the homes in developed 
countries function without any paid 
help at all. and foe growth of unem- 
ployment and of the number of sing- 
le and divorced people who can't 
afford help is expected to contribute 
to this figure. 

This prediction was made by Dr. 
Enno Langerfeldt of the University 
of Kiel. West Germany, during a 
recent international conference in 
Shoresh. near Jerusalem, that fo- 
cused on unpaid work in the family 
setting. The conference was spon- 
sored by the Agriculture Ministry 
and foe School of Education of the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem. 

The Hebrew University's Dr. 
Ruth Belkin suggested that children 
who participate in the home work 
become more dedicated parents 
than those who don’t. She pointed 
out that in Sweden a youth of 17 con 
opt out of foe home and receive an 
allowance without any obligation, 
while in Israel youths of that age join 
foe anny, contributing to the com- 
munity but receiving almost no pay. 

She said that smaller families have 
less work in the home and more time 


for earning outside and for leisure. 
All over the world, women still re- 
cciv e less pay on uveiagc for outside 
work than men. Wives of diplomats 
are a classic example: they entertain, 
planning and givme their time and. 
energy to sori.tl t iie.isiemeuis which 
arc essential tot the position, vet 
earn nothing 

Na'amat's Aviv., Avig.iL speaking 
on the legal aspects, said that in most 
countries in cases of separation or 
divorce, pensions, taxes and proper- 
ty are added up and divided, but the 
value of the house* ife's labour is not 
taken into account. 

Conference participants were 
taken to see Education Ministry 
training of Arab village women. 
Rupin Academy teachers who help 
train women in rural cooperative 
fanning, kibbutzim and various pri- 
vate Israeli homes. The visitors said 
they found the standard of home 
economics in Israel particularly 
high. 

The direcior ol the Agriculture 
Ministry's department of home eco- 
nomics. Yaffa Ye red. summed up by 
noting that if work in the home had 
to be paid for. the quality of life 
would go down and the expense 
would go up. She said that those who 
contribute to home functions have a 
higher quality of life and do not only 
save money: they improve morale 
and achieve self-expression in the 
family. 


Karima’s odyssey 


Teenage daughters of Moslem parents in 
Holland are being forced into marriages they 
don't want. Henriette Boas writes about one girl 
who narrowly escaped this fate. 


KARIMA Ouchen, the 15-year-old 
daughter of a Moroccan labourer in 
Holland, was recently helped by 
friends and teachers to escape a 
forced marriage - but almost lost her 
life in the process. 

Her father, like tens of thousands 
of his compatriots, came to Holland 
as a factory hand in the early 1970s 
and later, under the family reunion 
scheme, was allowed to bring his 
wife and children over. He works in 
a carpet-weaving factory near 
Amersfoort, some 50 kilometres 
east of Amsterdam. After some time 
he divorced his wife and sent her 
back to Morocco. He married a 
younger wife, but Karima stayed 
with him. 

In contrast to many Moroccan 
fathers now in Holland, Karima's 
father allowed her to go on attending 
school after she reached the age of 
13. Many Moroccan parents keep 
their daughters at home from that 
age to ensure that they remain 
chaste, though education in Holland 
is compulsory up to the age of 16. 
The girls are kept indoors until their 
parents have arranged a marriage for 
them, either in Holland or back in 
Morocco. 

Perhaps because her stepmother 
did not care to have her around all 
the time, Karima was allowed to 
attend secondary school and proved 
a very bright pupil, well-liked by 
both teachers and classmates. Some 
of her friends invited her to their 
homes where she saw freer and hap- 
pier relations between children and 
parents than her own relationship 
with her authoritarian father. 

Eventually her father, a strict 
Moslem, said it was time for her to 
many and that he had found a hus- 
band for her in Morocco. Karima ran 
away from home to a battered chil- 
dren’s shelter. Ouchen. who had 
frequently beaten her up, was de- 
clared by a Dutch magistrate to have 
lost paternal authority over his 
daughter and Karima was placed in 
foe custody of a social worker. 

The latter arranged a meeting be- 
tween Ouchen and Karima, in her 
own presence, to seek a reconcilia- 
tion. But at foe meeting Ouchen 
suddenly drew a knife, placed it 
against his daughter's throat and said 
be would kill her if foe social worker 
did not allow him to leave with 
Karima. 

Rather than taking her home, 
Ouchen left Holland with her for 
Morocco. Several days later news 
agencies reported that a 15-ycar-oId 
Moroccan girl. Karima Ouchen, had 
jumped overboard from the 
Gibralter-Tangiers ferry, «but had 
been saved by a passenger who had 
jumped in after her. Karima was 
desperate because her father wanted 
to marry ber off to a 72-year-old 


Her school, her principal and her 
classmates went into action. First 
they asked to meet with the Moroc- 
can ambassador in The Hague and 
hired a bus to carry the whole group 
there. But the meeting was a dis- 
appointment. The ambassador 
would receive only the principal and 
two pupils and explained that he 
could not and would not do anything 
since under Moroccan law a father 
has full authority over his daughter 
until her marriage. 


The school then adopted a more 
drastic tactic. The vice principal was 
sent to Morocco, supplied with an 
impressive-looking letter from the 
mayor of Amersfoort. and with a 
petition signed by all 70U pupils of 
the school. Accompanying him was a 
reporter of a well-known Dutch dai- 
ly. Their first stop was to see the 
Netherlands' ambassador in Rabat, 
but The ambassador could offer little 
help. 

The school administrator then met 
with the governor of the province of 
Nador. in northeastern Morocco, 
where Ouchen's village is situated. 
There was good reason to assume 
that Karima had been taken by her 
father to her grandfather's house in a 
poor and remote pari of Morocco. 
The governor \va> sympathetic but 
made it dear that Karima could not 
return to Holland without her 
father, w ho was in danger o; losing 
his job for taking leave without 
notice and also of losing his resi- 
dence permit. The educator called 
the father's employer in Holland and 
got assurances that Ouchen could 
keep his job. 

He then set out for the village of 
Karima's grandfather. Karima, who 
was sitting aimlessly in front of the 
house - not much more than a hovel 
- thought she was hallucinating 
when she saw her vice principal and 
another Dutchman coming towards 
the house. 

Karima's father was eventually 
persuaded to return to Holland with 
his daughter. Fortunately, she was 
not yet married. 

At Schipol Airport she was await- 
ed not only by her good friends, but 
by her entire school. She told jour- 
nalists that, having lived in Holland 
for so much of her life, she could 
never be happy in a primitive village 
in Morocco. She added that she 
intends never to marry. 

There are thousands of teenage 
daughters of Moroccan and Turkish 
parents in Holland today who have 
similar problems hut who are not as 
enterprising as Karima and do not 
have the support she had from her 
classmates und teachers. For many 
of them the will of their fathers will 
eventually prevail.

TEL AVTV. - Israel starts as slight 
favourites in its Davis Cup Euro- 
pean Zone “B” semi-final tie against 
Austria, which gets under way 
tomorrow in the provincial town of 
Hartburg. The Israelis are top 
seeded in the Iti-nation draw, while 
the hosts are fourth. 

The Israch team comprises Shlo- 
mo Glickstein. Shahar Perkis. Amos 
Mansdorf and Gilad Bloom, with 
Yosef Slabhoiz as non-playing cap- 
tain. Representing Australia will be 
Thomas Muster. Bernhard Pils. Pe- 
ter Feigl and Alexander Antonitsch. 
The match takes place on a clay 
court, and ihe Israeli team has spent 
the past week working out on this 
surface in £nizburg under the super- 
vision ot coach Ron Steele. 

Austria*- important home advan- 
tage is tviuriic vd by the much higher 
rankinc of :!:c .sraeli players on the 
ATF cx'n'if.it-r - even though Per- 
kis. currentlv ranked 60th in the 
world, wili again only be competing 
in doubles in pannership with Glick- 
stein. Israel's No. I singles racket is 
himselt n- >w ^th in the standings, 
white hi- opposite number Muster is 
oni> P3rd. No. 2 singles player 
Mail-dor f i- ranked 110th. some 80 
places higher than his Australian 
counterpart Pils. The host’s doubles 
team is expected to be Feigl (a 
regular and popular competitor 


here) and Antonitsch. 

Before the Israeli contingent’s de- 
parture for Salzburg. Stabholz said: 
“We have the quality, but the Au- 
strians are playing on the clay sur- 
face where they are most at home 
and perform best. The absence of 
Perkis as a singles player is also to 
our disadvantage. Luckily, however, 
we have a fine replacement in Man- 
sdorf. I see the teams as evenly 
balanced.” 

On the other hand. Austrian 
coach Jan Kukal. a former Czech 
Davis Cup racket (and winner of the 
Israel International Championships 
in Tel Aviv in the 1960s) says: “Israel 
are 60-40 favourites to win the 
match, but they will not have an easy 
passage against us." 


Wha le ra ti n s t andings , the Austrians should 

certainly ml be taken lightly. They have won 
both Darts Cup ties to date Israel, 

coming through 5-6 in Vienna in 1963 and 3-2 at 
Ramat Hasharan in 1978. 

Bat since then, Israel's (brumes bare taken a 
distinct upward swing. Last year, the Austrians 
nabbed as runners- up to the Soviet Onion in 
their European Zone competition, baring 
reached tbe senti-final In each or the three 
previous years.

Ashe inducted into Hall of Fame 


NEWPORT. Rhode feland (AP). - 
Former U.S. Open and Wimbledon 
champion Arthur Ashe, now captain 
of the U.S. Davis Cup team, has 
been inducted into the international 
tennis hall of fame. 

Also inducted were: Australian 
Fred Stolie. 1966 U.S. champion: 
Briton Ann Haydon Jones, A. 
French. Italian and Wimbledon 
champion and the late David Gray, 
sports editor of The Guardian for 22 
years. 

Ashe. 42. wontfie first U.S. open 
in 1968. when' he was still an 
amateur. He was a U.S. open singles 
finalist in 1972. He defeated Jimmy 
Connors at Wimbledon in 1975, be- 
coming the first black player to win 


the prestigious title. He also won 
the Australian Open in 197U. 

Ashe played on the U.S. Davis 
Cup team for 10 years, five of which 
the Americans have won. He has 
been captain of the team since 1980, 
and the Americans have won the 
competition twice.

Neutral officials strike into cricket too 


LONDON ( AP). - Neutral umpires 
will officiate in the 1987 cricket 
World Cup. to be played outside 
England for the first time, the Inter- 
national Cricket Conference has 
announced. 

ICC secretary Jack Bailey said 
co-hosts India and Pakistan have 
invited the five other Test-playing 


nations to contribute one umpire 
each. The panel will include two 
Indian and two Pakistani umpires, 
and if they are not enough England 
will be asked to send a second. 


The tournament wffl be held between October 
6 and November 10. Tbe final win be played fa 
Calcutta November 7-8, with sen] -finals in 
Bombay and Lahore. 



Larger ball enters tennis 


NEW YORK (Reuter). - An Amer- 
ican sports goods firm, worried at a 
levelling-off of tennis ball sales due 
to the end of the United States' 
tennis boom, has come up with a 
product aimed at keeping club play- 
ers interested - a bigger ball. 

In what it calls the most significant 
development since over-sized rack- 
ets in the 1970s. the company has 
rntroduced a new pressurized ball 
which is approximately 7% larger 
than the conventional one. But it 
weighs and feels the same. 

The tennis ball market in the U.S. 
has levelled off since its peak in the 
mid-1970s. Many aspiring re- 
creational players are believed to 
have left the game in frustration 
because they were unable to master 
the sport. “Players will find that the 


ball gives them a greater margin of 
error on shots hit too hard or too 
high.” a spokesman for the firm said. 

“For example, tests have shown 
that when hit with the same power as 
conventional ball that carried from 
.baseline to baseline, the bigger ball 
lands three feet inbounds!” he said. 
And trajectory tests determined that 
the ball can be bit nearly a foot 
higher over the set without going 
long.” He added that the ball' has a 
slower bounce, allowing players 
more time to set up for shots, and 
that its larger size produces greater 
wind resistance. 


The company hopes the bigger 
ball will keep more beginners in the 
game while attracting more new 
players. 


Amazing blind golfer sinks his putts 


KINGSWOOD, England (AP). - 
Pat Browne, America's champion 
blind golfer, amazed spectators on 
this southern English course on Sun- 
day by sinking a 20- foot downhill 
putt for;a par four on the final hole. . 

Fellow golfers marvelled at .‘.the 
skills of the 52-year-old lawyer from 
New Orleans, who was blinded in a 
car crash in 1966. 


“He is absolutely magnificent.” 
raved British enthusiast John 
Salisse, 59*one of Browne's partners 
in a tournament which was orga- 
nized as part of a charity appeal for 
the hlmd- “Any gotfet.-wfio. sink? X 
20-f dor putt on the lgth-aiid in’ front* 
of lots of people is doing well, let 
alone a blind one,” he said.

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but firm fears tax plan

TEL AVIV . -The Dead Sea Works, 
a subsidiary of the government- 
owned Israel Chemicals group and 
the largest natural-resources con- 
cern in the country, yesterday 
announced a sharp jump ia profits 
for the year.ending March 31 , 1985. 
The Dead Sea Works by itself re- 
ported net after-tax profits of $37.4 
million, up 65 per cent over the 
$22.7m. it made in 1983/84, while the 
consolidated profit of the Dead Sea 
group, including the various sub- 
' sidiaries, rose 48 per cent to $52.6m. 

In the latest reporting year the 
weight of taxes as a proportion of 
gross profit fell from 43 per cent to 36 
per cent for the whole group. 
However, deputy general-manager 
Yehuda Priedenberg, in charge of 
finances, told a press conference 
here that if the Steinberg proposals 
for income tax in the current year 
(the interim measure pending imple- 
mentation of the full Steinberg re- 
forms in 1986/87) are applied as 
formulated, “they will be a heavy 
burden on us. They could create a 
tax liability of 60-70 per cent from 
our pre-tax profits, because they 
create an effective punishment on 
companies that have invested heavi- 
ly in machinery and equipment in 
recent years." 

Presenting the 1984/85 results. 
Dead Sea general manager Aryeh 
Shahar dwelt on the improvement in 
production, sales and profits that 
marked the past year. The 20 per 
cent increase in production was the 
fruit of investments totalling $25m. 
that had been completed during the 
year. An improving world market, at 
least in the first half of the year, bad- 
boosted demand, and sales had also 
grown by 18 per cent, so that inven- 
tories had not risen significantly. 
Total income rose by 16 per cent, 
both for the group and the company, 
with some 97 per cent of total sales 
coming from direct or indirect ex- 
ports. 

From April 1984, the bookkeep- 
ing of the company has been on a 
shekel and dollar baiis, to enable 
management to keep abreast of day- 
to-day developments - something 
which hyper-inflation was making 
impossible under a shekel system. 

Toward the end of the company’s 
fiscal year the Institute of Certified 
Accountants in Israel issued its 
Advisory Opinion No. 36, which 
allows companies to present their 
accounts either linked to the con- 
sumer price index or adjusted to the 
dollar exchange rate. The opinion 
also broadens and refines th^e pre- ‘ 
vibus inflation-accounting^ pwbcef- •’ 
dure under Advisory jOpiifiotf 1 '23*. ■ 
Dead Sea Works, like other export- 
oriented companies, has chosen to 
produce two sets of accounts, one in 
adjusted shekels and one in dollar 
translations of these shekels. For 
reasons of convenience, dollar- 
denominated accounts are used for 
analysis, both by tbe company and 
by outsiders. 

Shahar also noted that the world 
price of, phosphates, after a rise in 
the middle of last year, had settled 
back to the previous year’s levels, 
and be expressed concern at the 
likelihood of a further erosion. In 
April and May of this year, he re- 
vealed, gross profits had totalled 
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S9m. Dead Sea Works currently has 
large enough profit margins to allow 
h to adopt an aggressive marketing 
policy should the world market 
weaken, said the general manager. 

In response to questions; he noted 
that the free-trade agreement with 
the U.S. is unlikely to have any 
impact on his company’s business 
since raw materials are outside the 
scope of the agreement and not 
subject to duties. On the other hand, 
the Complaints by rival Amer i can 
firms that Dead Sea Works benefits 
from government subsidies and 
dumps products on the American 
market have been rebutted. U.S. 
authorities conducted a very thor- 
ough investigation, which had cost 
the company a lot in legal and other 
expenses, but tbe outcome had been 
tbe dismissal of the claims, Shahar 
said. 

In addition to the S30.2m. in taxes 
that the group had paid ($20m. from 
Dead Sea Works alone), the govern- 
ment also received 53 .5 m. in royal- 
ties, in return for the concession to 
extract minerals. 

This was the largest amount ever 
paid by the concern, up from $2.2m. 
last year. In the course of the year 
the government, as the dominant 
shareholder, also received the lion’s 
share of the final dividend for 1983/ 
84 amounting to S3.1m., and the 
interim dividend of $3. 8m. for 
198485. No final dividend for last 
year has yet been announced, but 
yesterday's board meeting that 
approved the balance sheet also 
agreed on the distribution of 170 per 
cent bonus shares. 

In a separate announcement. Fer- 
tilizers and Chemicals, another 
Israel . Chemicals subsidiary, re- 
ported 1984/85 profits at double the 
level of the previous year--$5.36m., 
compared to $2.68m. Managing- 
director Mark VHsker noted that this 
was achieved despite the difficult 
market facing the company last year.

QUESTION - The relatively high 
interest rates offered for shekel de- 
posits have served as some compensa- 
tion for the loss of income potential 
from many other forms of Investment 
such as Paiam and index-linked 
bonds.

ANSWER - The Minister of Fi- 
nance, along with his officials, is 
seeking every avenue possible to 
obtain income with which to finance 
the budget deficit. In the U.S., for 
one example, interest earned on de- 
posits and similar instruments of 
savings, is taxable and is automati- - 
caliy reported to the Internal Re- 
venue Service. Since Israel is now 
under pressure, in many areas, to 
copy the American model, it will not 
be surprising to see a tax on income 


earned on such deposits. Similarly, 
even at the risk of having a negative 
impact on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change. the Treasury could vtfrv well 
institute a capital gains tax. 
QUESTION - My savings are being 
eroded daily as I watch tbe price of 
my bank shares fall, those of my 
index-linked bonds recede, my 
Paiam current account earns nothing 
and my deposits are earning relative- 
ly low rates of interest. What other 
ideas should I consider? 

ANSWER - You and other obser- 
vers of the capital market scene are 
being impressed daily by the fact that 
the conventional mode of invest- 
ment. in many instances, are show- 
ing a negative return. There appears 
to be a good case fo investing in 
shares. Picking individual winners is 
a task that I would not wish to 
impose on any investor and there- 
fore one should look to mutual funds 
which primarily invest in shares, and 
are probably the best vehicle for any 
one considering share investment. 


Over 200 jobs to be created 
via government investments

Another 235 jobs are expected to 
be created this week by the latest 
series of business expansions 
approved by the Government In- 
vestment Centre, a unit of the Indus- 
try and Trade Ministry. 

Centre director Yoram Bilovsky 
noted that the recent government 
decision to freeze all new state in- 
volvement in business does not apply 
to enterprises in border towns, or to 
those whose output 'is nptinly ex- 
ported. 

He said, that $8.5 million in expan- 
sion investment has been approved 
for four kibbutzim: Kfar Blum’s 


Lehavot 
Habashan’s fire extinguisher fac- 
tory, Shamir's textile mill and 
Hagoshrim’s plant for carpenter's 
levels. About 50 jobs will be created 
by these investments, he said.

said Landau, by permitting this 
trend to develop, arid by permitting 
the growing-number of meetings 
with the FLO. is encouraging terror- 
ism. 

Edri in his rebuttal asked whether

He had no quarrel with Nissim, 
who, formally, was only doing his 
job. But he did find fault with toe 
government, which had let five 
months go by without holding a 
serious debate on the bill. But toe 
Alignment had seen fit to demand 
that it be given a chance to debate 
toe bill, and that toe Knesset vote be 
deferred. 

The Alignment bad not yet crys- 
tallized its stand on the bill, Edri 
said. It .would not shirk responsibil- 
ity, and after serious deliberation, 
without being rushed by anyone, it 
would set the date for toe vote on the 
bill. 

The text of the amendment reads: 
“An Israeli citizen or resident who 
knowingly and without authoriza- 
tion has contact in Israel or abroad,

similar body in a terrorist organiza- 
tion," wfll be liable to a maximum 
prison term of three yean. 

. Nissim said to at every meeting of 
Israelis with the PLO gives it legi- 
timacy. And this when Israel de- 
mands of governments in the West- 
ern world not to meet with toe PLO 
leaders. This is at a time when there 
is apprehension that toe U.S. “just 
might, I hope not" meet with people 
who fill functions in the PLO. 

• The Palestinian Covenant negates 
Jewisfrenstence jn Eretz YisraeJ and 
calls for its replacement by a PLO 
state. Nothing had changed in this 
respect. 

If contacts with tods enemy were 
allowed to continue unchecked, con- 
siderable political and security dam- 
age could result, Nissim said. They 
would give toe green light to our 
friends to establish ties with toe 
terror organizations. 

He denied reports that the bill 
bans contact with Palestinians. Such 
a prohibition. had never even been 
considered. Nor does toe bill ban 
contact (even with PLO leaders) 
when this is with toe consent of toe 
government.

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Other points from the debate: 

Mohammed Watad (Mapam): In 
meetings with Palestinians in which I 
participated, we asked them to re- 
nounce violence and to recognize 
Israel. How is this harmful fo secur- 
ity? The government ignores the 
difference between peace negotia- 
tions - which are certainly the do- 
main of toe government itself - and 
dialogue, which can be conducted on 
an unofficial baas and which could 
pave toe way to negotiations. 

Michael Eltan (Likud-Herut): 
Alignment members who have con- 
tact, with toe PLO in their naivete 
play into its hands. The Palestine 
National Council itself has said (he 
quoted from its resolutions) -that 
meetings with “Jewish progressive 
forces” aid in its straggle. 

Yosst Sarid (Citizen’s Rights 
Movement): Even without such a 
■ jaw, I never met with Arafat , despite 
repeated invitations, because I could 
anticipate no results. I have met with 
other PLO people, because they 
were prepared for mutual recogni- 
tion. Even after this bill is passed, I 
see no reason to change my be- 
haviour: not to seek out meetings for 
their own sake, but to seek peace. 

Dan Meridor (Likud-Herut): 
What counts is not toe aim of toe 
Israeli participants in such talks but 
toe objective result. Every such 
meeting with PLO representatives 
weakens toe prospect of a dialogue 
with non-PLO Arabs. 

Peres said that toe government 
will strive for peace despite terror- 
ism , and it will object to endangering 
“fundamental matters of Israel” be- 
cause of terrorism. 

Replying to parliamentary ques- 
tions by Shevah Weiss, Amnon Linn 
(both Alignment) and Victor Shem- 
tov (Mapam), the prime minister 
said that there is no doubt that up to 
this moment toe PLO is still engag- 
ing in terror. King Hussein had said 
toe PLO is about to change jts ideol- 
ogy. But so far it has not done so. 

Peres said he had seen no signs of 
any erosion on the subject of toe 
PLO on the part of “our friends in 
toe U.S.” And he said he detected a 
degree of sobering-up in European 
countries, some of whom bad tended 
to believe the PLO’s promises but 
who were now “damanding pay- 
ment."

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An irrelevant bill 

PASSAGE OF THE proposed amendment to the Prevention 
of Terror Ordinance, Justice Minister Moshe Nissim explained 
with some heat to the Knesset yesterday, is a matter of great 
urgency because, without it, Israel would have no moral right to 
insist that the U.S. refrain from negotiating with the PLO. 

The uninitiated, entering the Knesset chamber at that 
moment, would have assumed that the amendment seeks to bar 
negotiations between the government of Israel and the Palesti- 
nian terror organization. In that case, the amendment might 
seem to make sense: for unless Israel, too, abjures ties with the . 
PLO, there is no good reason why Washington should adhere 
to its undertaking, back in 1975, to “not recognize or negotiate 
with" that organization until it recognizes Israel's right to exist 
and accepts Security Council Resolutions 242 and 338. 

But a difficulty arises: Why have successive U.S. administra- - 
tions, for ten long years, in fact refrained from arguing that they 
must not be expected to deny themselves a negotiating 
instrument for the settlement of the Arab-Israel conflict which 
is available to Israel itself? 

The reason is obvious. It is settled Israeli policy, requiring no 
support in legislation, to have no truck with the terrorist PLO, 
whose covenant calls for the destruction of the Jewish state. 
The amendment tabled by Mr. Nissim is totally irrelevant to the 
conduct of the country's foreign policy, let alone America's. It 
would prevent individual Israelis from "knowingly and without 
authorization" having any contact with the officials of a tenor 
organization. Meaning the PLO, of course. 

But these individual Israelis cannot negotiate on behalf of 
Israel, nor can they commit the government to any course of 
action. The justice minister knows this as well as anyone. 

Moreover, contacts between Israelis and "enemy agents" 
generally - PLO officials would plainly be classified as such - 
are already barred by the penal law. But under the existing law 
the defence is available that the contacts were not meant to 
injure, and did not in fact injure, the state interest, and it is for 
the prosecution to rebut the claim. The aim of Mr. Nissim’s 
amendment is to effectively remove this defence. 

. The amendment was approved by the ministerial committee 
on legislation some time ago, with the Alignment representa- 
tives being either absent or suffering from a fit of absence of 
mind. When Premier Shimon Peres discovered what his 
colleagues bad wrought, he called for a delay in the vote on the 
first reading. But to Mr. Nissim time was of the essence in 
discomfiting the Alignment, some of whose deputies have 
already been caught conversing, without authorization, with 
some PLO people - and in outflanking the racist Kach from the 
extreme right, where Likud voters seem to be moving. 

In the end, the justice minister relented, thus averting a 
coalition crisis. The amendment was debated yesterday, but the 
vote will be held only in two weeks’ time, during the summer 
recess. Mr. Peres will presumably be ready by then with a new 
phraseology, which he suggests need not disturb the substance 
of the text. But substance and phraseology are in this case 
inseparable. The question that needs to be answered is whether 
the existing law is or is not adequate to protect the state's 
security interest. 

Mr. Nissim's own preposterous argument in favour of the 
amendment shows that it is. . 

The justice minister might, however, usefully spend the next 
two weeks pondering the fact that the Terror Prevention 
Ordinance of 1948 was directed not at Arab but at Jewish 
terrorists. He must be familiar with more than one person in 
this country who might be at risk under the ordinance for 
showing at least sympathy for the recently convicted Jewish 
terrorist underground and its leaders. 

Blacks in blinkers 

UGANDA, IT HAS been said, is Africa's Lebanon, but in a 
version even more cruel and vicious and hopeless. The 
Ugandan military coup that has now replaced Milton Obote 
with the army chief of staff. Brigadier Basilio Olara Okello, is 
not a step towards repairing the breakdown of the political 
order in that unhappy East African country. It only confirms it. 

Six years ago Mr. Obote was brought back from exile on 
Tanzanian rifles so that he might put an end to Idi Amin's reign 
of terror and genocide. But Mr. Obote, for all his good 
intentions, failed to compose the tribal conflicts that had riven 
Uganda and set rival army factions against one another. The 
Ugandan soldiery, instead of helping restore law and order, 
continued the banished Amin's barbarous methods. . 

They turned out to be the main perpetrators of atrocities 
that, according to an Amnesty report out just last month, are 
the most horrific in the records of that human rights organiza- 
tion. 

The report, based on evidence submitted by two British 
doctors, speaks of prisoners in army barracks having their eyes 
gouged out, their limbs chopped off with axes and being burned 
alive with blowtorches; of starved inmates being forced to eat 
the rotting corpses of fellow prisoners; of women prisoners 
having their breasts and buttocks sliced off and being constantly 
raped and sexually abused. 

The precise number of Ugandans murdered by the army 
during the Obote years - after Idi Amin - is unknown, but it is 
estimated at no less than 100,000. Some estimates go as high as 
300.000. 

Doubtless not all the facts about the unrelieved tragedy of 
Uganda were allowed to get out. But enough of them became 
known to arouse an outcry and a call for action. Unfortunately 
there has been no such outcry, and no demand for action, by 
other Africans. The countries of black Africa, even before their 
preoccupation with famine, showed unconcern. At the 
women's conference held in Nairobi, next door to Uganda, this 
month, the plight of Ugandan women earned hardly a mention. 

The operative principle seems to be: black Africans must not 
be mistreated by whites, as in South Africa, but what is done to 
them by their own kith and kin in their own states is nobody's 
business. Not even that of other black Africans. 

This is a strange principle on which to rest a claim to justice 
and equality. 
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THE U.S. Supreme Court 
recently ruled that public- 
school teachers may not 
teach secular subjects in religious 
schools. The American Jewish Com- 
mittee is happy about the ruling, for 
it reinforces the doctrine of separa- 
tion of church and state . It submitted 
a friend of the court brief in the case 
of the school district of Grand 
Rapids, Michigan vs. Ball, in which 
Baptists argued that the crossing of 
the lines by public-school teachers 
was wrong. The AJC believes “that 
it is not the proper business of gov- 
ernment to subsidize schools, direct- 
ly or indirectly, whose chief reason 
for being is to propagate their own 
religious faith. Religious schools 
should be paid for by their respective 
communities." J.S.l. 


NAGASAKI has rejected 
a public apology offer from 
the man who released an 
atomic bomb on the Japanese city 40 
years ago. 

"We understand his sentiments, 
but there are many atomic-bomb 
victims who are still suffering and 
who do not wish to meet this man," a 
city official said recently. 

Kermit Beahan, 66, bombardier 
on the U .S. B-29 which dropped the 
bomb, had offered to visit Nagasaki 
to apologize when the city marks the 
40th anniversary of the bombing on 
August 9. the official said. 

The official said some atomic- 
bomb survivors thought Beahan 
should be invited. “But there were 
more people who opposed the in- 
vitation," he said.

FOR TWO YEARS now, possibly 
more, there have been two opposing 
trends fighting for primacy in the 
economy. On the one hand, the 
old-established inflationary forces - 
whether fed by demand, pulled by 
costs or pushed by government de- 
ficits - have continued to operate. 
On the other, the elements of reces- 
sion have been gradually building up 
since the collapse of the stock ex- 
change signalled the beginning of a 
period of the economy being bled 
white by a massive flight of capital 
overseas. 

This analysis, suggested some 
time ago to this writer by Ephraim 
Reiner, chairman of Bank 
Hapoafim, goes a long way towards 
explaining some of the events that 
have foUowed the introduction of 
the new economic- policy, now four 
weeks old. 

How is it, for instance, that most 
people are continuing more or less as 
normal, as though their income has 
not been nearly as mutilated as the 
'government and media say? And 
yet, at the same time, people admit 
to realizing that the real blows will be 
felt in September/October. But 
then, they ail predict, will be foe very 
time to stock up on goods, buy like 
crazy and switch back into dollars' 
and linked- assets, bemuse foe va- 
rious freezes will come apart. 

Again, people talk about foe pos- 
sibility of losing their jobs, but not as 
something relevant, and hence their 
work behaviour bears no sign of any 
threat. Above all, it is difficult to see 
or even sense a different atmos- 
phere. The newspapers can report 
on a slowdown in sales and deferrals 
of purchases - but this is tactical 
warfare on the part of well-trained 
consumer soldiers who know three 
things'- They stocked up on every- 
thing in June, because the decrees 
were so well-advertised in advance. 
Secondly, -it's summertime anyway 
and thus slow season in any year. 
Finally, previous experience has 
shown that the slowdown is tempor- 
ary, a cease-fire in a stop-go war in 
which inflationary attacks come in 
waves. 

With respect to wages, both past 
experience and what has been 
agreed with the Histadrut this time 
suggest that the worst part of foe. 
wage erosion will be temporary, so 
that those with savings will be able to 
draw on them to weather the storm. 
Those who haven't were already in 
the pits, and will now sink deeper, 
but only gradually. 

In the context of foe Reiner 
hypothesis, all this fits together. For 
two years the economy has swung 
from periods of hyper-inflation, as it 
careers downhill, apparently out of 
control, to periods when foe govern- 
ment has applied the brakes and 
caused a slowdown. However, these 
slowdowns have eased off when the 
vehicle began to skid or the brakes 
threatened to lock. And then back 


we were to hyper-inflation- The 
Isaefi pubhc have become so skilf ul at 
driving their own private cars within 
the convoy of the general economy 
that they can no longer distinguish 
tactical switches from a fundamental 
change in strategy. 

The new economic programme is 
such a change, at least from the 
government's point of view. Toputit 
in political terms. Feres has done a 
Mitterrand. After seeking in vain to 
defy foe laws of economics and bring 
down inflation without- unemploy- 
ment (Mitterrand actually reflated 
through extra public spending), he 
has finally given up foe attempt. The 
new policy says, in essence, that 
from now on foe government has 
'changed its approach: -Unemploy- 
ment is in and inflation is going to be 
dealt with. They don’t say it official- 
ly, but their actions speak much 
louder than their words. 

To foe amazement of many, after 
a brief round of rage, the Histadrut 
and organized labour generally have 
shut up. This is not really so surpris- 
ing if one remembers that foe His- 
tadrut ’s main concern is to protect its 
members and look after its own 
enterprises (a mere 25 per cent of foe 
economy). That is why it prefers 
some sackings, with the majority 
staying on with tolerable wages. 


/In order to cut out "frightful 
waste*’ by rich executives going 
abroad and chargingfoefr expenses - 
and their lady’s - to income tax, it is 
proposed to make, these, expenses 
taxable. How much will we save? 
Five million - or do I faeafjen? As 
against that, there ate literally hun- , 
dreds of small firms that are faced ' 
with a local market (often foe De- 
fence Ministry) that is shrinking or 
closed, and they are seeking to move 
into exports. How win they get . 
orders? Just by using the Golden' 
Pages for 17 foreign cities chosen at. 
random? Or is it more Ekely that * 
they will have to get on a plane and 
meet their prospective clients? Did 
we not hear some few words from 
one ox other of our 26 ministers 
about encouraging exports? With 
encouragement like that who needs 
ministers? 

And so it goes. The Manufactur- 
ers Association advised its members 
last week to carefully reconsider 
their investment plans in view of foe 
new tax laws, the slumping home 
market, and foe abolition of export 
subsidies and the likelihood that 
they will need the money, because of 
possible liquidity problems. Wolf, 
wolf? We shall see. At foe moment, 
faced with chaos in the area of corpo- 
rate taxation: with new levies piling 
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which have already been widely dis- 
cussed and which will probably cause 
it to break down in the autumn 
months. That is just a tactical consid- 
eration for consumers and investors. 
The fundamental direction will re- 
main, because what tins programme 
has done is give an almighty push to 
foe forces of recession. 

Inflati on is weakening all the time; 
each of its successive sallies has less 
thrust. So, the Octoba/November 
offensive will follow this pattern.

IDF reservists, let the army pay - 
give it the budget needed as pan of 
its overall allowance.

THE LOSERS from this policy are 
foe non-members- the unemployed, 
foe soldiers finishing service, pen- 
sioners - and business.

It has cut 
and taxed, but it- has not freed re- 
sources for productive use. And, in 
case you hadn't noticed, it has not 
given anybody any incentive to 
work. Quite foe contrary. 

We now have what is without 
y doubt the most anti -business, anti- 
jobs and anti-growth government in 
the history of foe country. All its 
measures are aimed at, or if not 
aimed will succeed anyway in, driv- 
ing more people out of work, more 
workers underground and more em- 
ployers out of business. Space pre- 
cludes a detailed analysis, bat let’s 
take one easy example of govern- 
ment double-talk .

IT SHOULD not be forgotten that 
most of industry is quite illiquid. Its 
cash resource s are negfigibJe and its 
financial assets are eroding, even if 
.-they are supposed to be linked to 
something or other. Its real assets 
can't be moved at all in foe current 
clim ate. Companies have existed on 
the basis of cash flow. As soon as this - 
turns negative they begin to choke. 

When foe government turns off 
oxygen to hospitals and fog welfare 
sector, the outcry is immediate; 
when industry starts going blue, 
there will also be screams as there 
were in foe past, but the trend is now 
dear, in both sectors. Each ay for 
help is weaker than foe one before, 
and brings less response. The gov- 
ernment has learnt the trick: “Sorry, 
pal, I’d like to help but I'm broke 
too.”

will be. much more unemployment. 
Instead of growth, there will be 
redactions in every important in- 
dicator of economic health . 

The only way in which things 
might get better across foe board is 
for foe government to change course 
rather more radically than it has 
been forced to do by events to date. 
It must cut those chunks of spending 
that could both save money for itself 
and allow enterprise - private, His- 
tadrut, anybody - to do something 
useful, like earn dollars. In defence, 
for instance, foe Lavi isn't going to 
be built in the aid, because we can't 
afford it and the Americans won't 
pay for the whole thing.

SIMILARLY, in the government 
wage bill. Save money by dosing 
down needlfess and meaningless un- 
its. If you've gone so for as to wave 
emergency decrees in foe air. why 
not do something sensible with 
them, like abolishing advanced- 
training funds throughout the public 
sector? Use that money saved to 
reduce national insurance contribu- 
tions throughout the economy and 
thus, instead of people saving worth- 
less bits of government paper, 
labour costs will drop and employers 
will be able to retain more staff. 

Alternatively - and this is really 
far out - why not suggest to holders 
of advanced training funds,-or provi- 
dent funds. or the other components 
of foe mountain of government debt, 
that they can redeem their “savings" 
is return for partiripation in retrain- 
ing programmes or higher-education 
courses. And let these not be run by 
government agencies, but by orga- 
nizations more attuned to actual 
market requirements. Why do all 
these "savings" have to be blown on 
consumption or transferred to black 
dollars? 

Finally, and above all else, there 
must be major, but major, tax re- 
forms with one main aim: to make it 
worthwhile for entrepreneurs to 
take risks; fox business to exist; and 
for everyone to work.

MORE ABOUT FLUORIDATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Fast 
Sir, - Dr. Harry Talbot, in his 
letter of July 7, suggests that 
fluoridation could prevent otoscler- 
osis, a disease characterized by in- 
creased deposition of bone in the 
inner ear. 

On foe other hand, in a letter to 
The Jerusalem Parr of December 10, 
1984, Drs. Jonathan and Gideon 
Mann state that fluoridation can pre- 
vent osteoporosis, a disease char- 
acterized by bone loss. 


If flouride can indeed prevent foe 
occurrence of two completely oppo- 
site diseases at one and foe same 
time, it must surely rank as the 
miracle drug of the century. Perhaps 
it can cure anything. 


The truth is that the proponents of 
fluoridation, scuttling around for 
anything to support their shaky 
claims, have dredged up foe minimal 
fluoride research on these two dis- 
eases in the hope that it will convince 
the public that fluoridation should 
continue. 

A drop in the number of stapedec- 
tomies is hardly a justification few 
fluoridating foe whole population’s 


water supply, and recent research 
has shown that fluoride does not 
prevent or cure osteoporosis as was 
originally thought. 

■ In any case, the administration of 
a medicine via the public water supp- 
ly is, apart from the moral aspect, 
against all correct medical practice, 
as there is no control over the dose. 
Medicines should be prescribed by a 
qualified doctor and dispensed by a 
qualified pharmacist for an indi- 
vidual patient and not just placed in 
foe water supply by an unqualified 
minor official of the municipality or 
water board. Mistakes can occur and 
indeed have. I am amazed that any 
doctor should advocate such a thing. 

Nevertheless, if fluoride is to be 
prescribed, it should be given in 
measured doses in foe form of tab- 
lets or drops. This is foe “proper 
usage of fluoride” referred to by Dr. 
Talbot in his letter. For those suffer- 
ers from osteoporosis who do not 
wish to partake of fluoride, a new 
drug, Alpha D 3 and its derivatives, 
is now available and shows much 
promise. .

Sir, - After reading Asher Wall- 
fish's article of July 17, “Immigrants 
want privileges extended over seven 
years," I checked with Mrs. Glaser- 
Tasa’s assistant, who confirmed that 
unfortunately Mr. Walifish had re- 
ceived the wrong information. 

As one of foe co-authors of foe 
immigrant association's proposal, I 
can assure you that we did not sug- 
gest that customs privileges for new 
arrivals should be extended over 
seven years instead of the current 
force years. Our suggestion was 
that, instead of the current ruling 
where the three years customs rights 
begin from the. day that the oleh 
arrives, the three yeas customs con- 
cessions begin from foe date that the 
oleh decides to use them. In order to 
prevent foe situation where the im- 
migrant theoretically could begin us- 
ing his rights after many years in 
Israel, we suggested that foe date of 
beginning foe three years would be 
limited to foe first seven years after 
arrival. 


few years in Israel, because' they are 
either on kibbutzim or at ulpanim, 
studying or retraining, and after two 
or three years when they are ready to 
settle down, they find that their 
rights have either expired or are 
about to. This new idea will relieve 
foe pressure from them and will also 
reduce the danger of immigrants 
misusing their customs concessions.
